On motion it was decided that T. O. Pratt, painter, be placed on the Superin- 
tendent of the Capitol's pay roll, from and after July 15, 1910, at the rate of 
$3.50 per day instead of $3, as heretofore. The Board directed that the Superin- 
tendent of the Capitol be notified accordingly. 

Mayor John S. Bennett, chairman of the executive committee of the League of 
Michigan Municipalities, appeared before the Board and filed with them a com- 
munication in writing asking for the use of the Senate Chamber for holding the 
annual meeting of said League on September 21, 22 and 23, 1910. On motion 
the request was granted, and communication was ordered filed. 

* Charles W. Nichols appeared before the Board and requested the use of a por- 
tion of Block No. 79, city of Lansing, that is not in use for tennis courts, for 
the purpose of holding a carnival to be presented under the auspices of Gauntlet 
Lodge No. 42 Knights of Pythias, July 18 to 23, 1910, inclusive. On motion the 
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4 ANNUAL REPORT. 

Board granted the use of such portion of Block 79, as is now vacant, for the pur- 
pose of holding said carnival under the following conditions and restrictions: 

First, — That there shall be nothing objectionable presented on the grounds, and 

Second, — At the conclusion of the carnival the grounds shall be cleaned up and 
left in as good a condition as at present. 

Horatio S. Larned, treasurer board of trustees Industrial School, appeared 
before the Board and filed with them a statement in writing signed by the^ presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer of the board of trustees of the Industrial School, 
asking for an additional appropriation of $1,571.52 for the putpose of rebuilding 
the barn destroyed by fire May 17, 1910, for the reason that none of the bids 
received for the rebuilding of said barn came within the amount at>propriated 
at a meeting held by the Governor and the Board of State Auditors May 25, 1910. . 
On motion the following -resolution was adopted by the Governor and the Board 
of State Auditors: 

Resolved, By the Governor and the Board of State Auditors, acting under author- 
ity of sections two thousand two hundred thirty-eight to two thousand two hun* 
dred forty-two of the coniiplled laws of eighteen hundred ninety-seven, that the 
resolution adopted by the Governor and the Board of State Auditors on May 
25, 1910, authorizing the Board of Trustees of the Industrial School for Boys to 
rebuild the barn, and replace the herd, tools, machinery, and bran and hay de- 
stroyed by fire May 17, 1910, be amended so as to authorize the Board of Trustees 
of the Industrial School for Boys to expend for rebuilding said barn and replacing 
said herd, tools, machinery, and bran and hay the sum of eleven thousand one 
hundred thirty-nine dollars and forty-six cents ($11,139.46) instead of nine thou- 
sand five hundred sixty-seven dollars and ninety-four cents ($9,567.94), and that 
the amounts that may be expended in rebuilding said barn and replacing property 
destroyed therein are as follows: 

Rebuilding barn $8,521 46 

Replacing herd 1,500 00 

Replacing tools and machinery 793 00 

Replacing bran and hay 325 00 

Total $11,139 46

The State reserves the right to annul this contract if there should be a failure at any 
time to perform faithfully any ef its specifications, or in case of the wilful attempt to 
overcharge or to impose, upon the State articles or work inferior to those required by con- 
tract. Payment for work: done will be made only on the complete and satisfactory delivery 
and inspection of each lot ordered, and after proper examination and adjustment of 
accounts, the allowance of which takes place on the last Wednesday of each month.

Callag^han A Co.* Chlcag^Of Contractors. 

For eight years from May 13, 1904. 

Articles of agreement made and entered into this 21st day of December, A. D. 1903, between the 
firm of Callaghan & Co., of the city of Chicago, of the first part, and the State of Michigan, by its 
Board of State Auditors, of the second part; 

Whereas, the party of the first part was the lowest bidder for the publication, electrotyping, 
printing, binding and sale of the Supreme Court Reports of the Supreme Court of the State o! 
Michigan, and the contract therefor has been awarded to them for the publication, electrotyping 
printing, binding and sale of said reports for a term of eight years from and after May 13, 1904; 

Now, therefore, in consideration of the premises, the party of the first part hereby covenants, 
promises and agrees, to and with the party of the second part, to publish, electrotype, print and bind, 
and within sixty days after receiving^ the final manuscnpt of any volume from the reporter, place 
the said Reports on sale in the city of Detroit and the dty of Lansing a'hd such other places in Michigan 
as may be directed by the judges of the Supreme Court in writing, in quantities sufficient to meet 
all demands, and shall thereafter at all times keep the same on sale to citizens of this State, at the 
places aforesaid, in suitable quantities, at a price not exceeding one dollar and thirty cents per vol- 
ume. Each of said volumes shall contain not less than seven hundred (700) nor more than seven 
hundred and fifty (750) pages of text, exclusive of table of cases and index, to be electrotyped and 

f>rinted and bound in a good substantial manner and form, of good material for law books, and printed 
n not larger type, set in the same manner and of the same style and quality as volume thirty-eight 
(38) of the Michigan Reports in the State Library at Lansing, subject to the approval of the judges 
of the Supreme Court, or a majority of them, and such approval in writing shall be filed with the State 
Librarian when the three hundred and fifty copies of each report are delivered to the State Librarian 
as hereinafter required. 

And in consideration of the premises it is further agreed, as follows: 

That the party of the first part shall take out a copyright to and in the name of the Secretary of 
State for the use and disposal of the State, upon each volume published under such contract. 

That if it shall, on petition by any citizen of Michigan, be made to appear to the Judges of the 
Supreme Court, or any two of them, tnat the party of the first part has in any respect failed to comply 
with the provisions of this contract, said judge* may, upon hearing had in such manner as they may 
direct, declare the contract forfeited, and on such forfeiture being declared, said first party shall upon 
demand of said board transfer to the Secretary of State of this State, for the use of tne State, all the 
electrotyped plates of all volumes published under such contract, or in default thereof will pay to 
the Treasurer of this State one thousand dollars for each su9h volume as liquidated damages for a 
failure to make such transfer. 

That the party of the first part will as often and as soon as any and every volume is ready for 
binding, dehver to the Secretary of State at Lansing, free of all charge whatsoever, a set of electro- 
typed plates thereof, boxed and in good order for printing, or in default thereof the party of the first 
part shall pay to the Treasurer of this State the Uke sum of one thousand dollars as liquidated dam- 
ages for a failure to deliver the same. 

The said party of the first part further covenants and agrees to deliver to the State Librarian at 
Lansing, free of cost for pubhcation or delivery, three hundred and fifty (360) copies of each volume 
of said Reports in good order; and that said three hundred and fifty (350) copies shall be delivered 
to the said Librarian before any copies are offered for sale, the object of this clause being to secure 
to said Librarian the first three hundred and fifty (350) copies of each Report printed under this con- 
tract ; and that the party of the first part will also at the same time notify the Secretary of State of 
the number of copies of that report which he has printed ; and said Librarian shall dispose of said three 
hundred and fifty (350) copies by distributing tnem as required by law, and for exchanges, and in 
such other way for the benefit of the State Library as the Librarian shall decide. 

That after the stock of any volumes, the electrotyped plates of which are owned by the State, 
shall have become exhausted, the said party of the first part shall have the right to print from the 
electrotype plates of all such volumes and shall print from them, and ^hall sell such reports to the 
citizens of this State at a price not exceeding one dollar per volume, and such Reports so printed from 
plates shall be marked on the title page thereof " Second Edition." 

The original electrotype plates shall be at all times the property of the State of Michigan, and 
shall be kept in the possession of the Secretary of State, in the capitol at Lansing, subject to the right 
of the said party of the first part to use the same, during the term of such contract or until the same 
shall be declared forfeited as provided by Act 168, S. L. 1879, by complying with the following con- 
ditions: 

When the said party of the first part desires to make a reprint of any Report, the said party of 
the first part hereby covenants and agrees to certify to the Secretary of State the number of volumes 
heretofore printed of that Report and the number sold, and shall also state the number of volumes 
of such Report he desires to print, and if said former edition is exhausted, and in no other case, the 
Secretary of State shall deliver to said contractor the plates of the Reports so requested, and said 

garty of the first part shall print no more copies of such reprint than stated in his certificate to the 
ecretary of State ; and in all other cases the said plates and all of them shall remain in the possession 
of the Secretary of State in the capitol at Lansing. 

And the said party of the first part further covenants and agrees to print on the title page of each 
volume of the- first edition of each Report the words "First Edition," and in the edition or editions 
printed from plates so as above secured from the Secretary of State, they will print on the title page 
of each volume thereof the words "Second Edition," and in like manner with each subsequent edition; 
and that on the back of each copy they will place the words *' Michigan Reports," number of volume, 
"Vol. — ," "1 — to 1 — ." and name of Reporter. 
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And the said party of the first part further covenants and agrees to sell such Reports printed 
from plates so as at)oye secured from the Secretary of State at a price not exceeding one dollar and 
thirty-five cents per volume, this price to apply only to reprints of volumes published under and during 
the life of this contract. 

And the said party of the first part further covenants, promises and agrees to supply the State 
of Michigan for State use only and not for sale or exchange, copies of the first twenty-six (26) volumes 
of said Supreme Court Reports, which are annotated and copyrighted by the party of the first part, 
either singly or in sets, at- one dollar per volume. 

This aCTeement is to be and remam in force for eight years from and after the thirteenth day of 
May, A. D. one thousand nine hundred four.
